vouſly.infeſted the Northern borders. | 

To theſe Saxons Portrgery } the late eleed King , and 
Author of theſe Strangers imployment, in contemplati- 
on of their ſervice, moſt improvidemtly allots , firſt the 
Iſle of Thaxret, then all Kent , afterwards more to inha-» 
bir; beſides his mariage with Rowena the Daughter of 
Hengiſt , one of their princes leaders, weve them fo firm 
a footing , that they not only could not be removed, bur 


even forced their Landlords the Britains into the leaſt, 
moſt deſart , and moſt mountanous parrs, whilſt theſe 
new intruding gueſts injoy the greateſt ,. the beſt, and 
richeſt ſhare, which they portioned into an Heptarchy, 


or ſeven petty Principalities , who contending among 
themſelves for ſuperiority , and wearying out one ano- 
ther with mutual diſcord,adminiſtred opportunity unto 
4. The fourrth,and indeed a twofold alteration, ( bur 
1n regard of its immediate connexion is reckoned but as 
one) firſt by the Danes, a people likewiſe of Germany , 
who after many conflicts obteined the Soveraignty , bur 
did not long retain the ſame.

is purpoſe was defeated, his Son'dethroned, a ſhadow 
of a Common-wealth retrived, once more diſmiſſed , 
again revived, and finally diffolved, the old Governmene 
renewed, and lawfull Heir recalled; and allthis came to

beſt of Regiments in general, and in particular moſt 
agrceable to the ſituation of this Country, and conſtitu- 
tion of the people,) bur even continue It, maugre all che 
Plots and policics of men tothe contrary, in that very 
blood and Family, which as far as creditable Genealo- 
gy will extend, harh been firſt known to lave been inveſt- 
cd there-wirthall. L 
For we may ſafely affirm, that our preſent King Charles 
the ſecond, ( in whoſe poſterity we truſt it will remain 
as long as the Sun and Moon endures ) deduces his pede- 
gree in an indiſputable line, from all that ever didor 
could pretend a title or intereſt to theCrown, which we 
think can hardly be verified of any Prince beſides , this 
day inthe Chriſtian world, 
For proof whereof we appealtoſuch of our Chro- 
micles only as are undoubred and beyond exception. 
 Paſling by therefore the Catalogue of Britiſh Kings from 
Brute to Caſſibeltne, not as altogether untrue, bur as very 
uncertain; paſſing by thole likewiſe we find mentioned 
during the Romans abode here, whoſe cuſtom ic was to 
permit native Kings indeed 1n their Conquer'd Provin- 
ces, but only as inſtruments of Tyranny, and- wholſy de- 
pending on the authority ofthe Empire and its Prelegts: 
We ſhall rake onr riſe from the Saxons rule, and eſpeci- 
ally ar that time, when from a mulciplyed Eſtate it grew 
towards an Union; And yet we cannot omit one paſſage 
ws find Recorded of Cadwallager laſt King of the Britains 
 onthis {ide Severyz who art his death propheſied rhat 
his Race ſhould recover the Dominion of thi? He again, 
which was fulfilled in the dayes of King Henry the ſe- © 
venth , and morecompleatly of King James, as will ap- 
pear when tne Erie andprogreſle ot the'Story doth bring 
us theretnto, | Is 
- », "The Saxons, as hath b een already hinted , made a ſe- _. 
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venfold partition of the. Land they. had wheſted from the 
Britains , but the Kingdom ot the Weſt:Saxons { whoſe 
firit (tone was laid by Cerdrc ) did fo ingreaſe in fuper= 
ſtructure , that1n the end itovertoppes al the reſt, 

Ina, the fitth deſcendent of Cerdic ,, was the firſt ad- 
vancer of it to ti11s pretemenency z but he dyed withont 
iſſue, and the duc order of the ſucceſſion was ſomewhat 
difturbed , by the intruſion of four or five one after an9- 
cher , of the Blood-Royal indeed, bur nor in ſuch a pro- 
pinquity , as was Egbert Nephew but once removed from 
Ina , of whoſe right and- promifing torwerdnefle , 
Britric,, the laſt of the Uſurpers, had fo* quick a ſenſe. , 
- that he contrived the deſtruction of young Egbert: Which 
to avoid, he wasenforced to retire unto the Court of 
Offa King of Mercia or Middle England , but finding ſmall 
ſecurity there 1n regard his Enemy had married. Ofjas 
daughter , he eſcapes thence into France, whence ajtcr 
the Tyrants death , he returns to the enjoyment of that 
Kingdome, which had been fo long ,. and {0 unjuſtly de- 
rained from 111m, 

Tois Prince ( which we the rather note becauſe of the 
affinity he hath with the Condition of our Sovereign that 
now 1s/) had by an ex1les experience attained fuch a mea- 
fure of prudence, and all other perfe&ions, that he much 
im ,;roved the VVeſt-Saxon Empire, which was now wel! 
near arrived to its Meridian and heighth , when ir {ut- 
tered a molt terrible Ecclipſe by the interpoſition of the 
Dancs, who made their firſt irruprion in tits predece(- 
ſors dayes; and though hey were valiantly reſiſted, and 
frequently repulſed by him and his Succeflors ;,. yet did 
they never after ceaſc from afflifting one part or other, 
rill chey had reduced the whole to their ſubjecion , wn 
which poſture they-held it bura lirtle while , as hath be- 
fore been intimated , and ſhall be more amply ſhewed- 
19'1ts duc and proper place... 

Egbert: 
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Egbert being dead, e/Ethewolph his Son of a Bilhep be- 
came a Prince, and though his Educacion and Profeſſion 
had rendred him a greater Votary than Warriour , yer 
did he give the Danes a moſt memorable overthrow, 
He had tour Sons , who were all kings in their turns , 
bur the glory of the reſt was Alfred , the youngeſt, no lefſe 
famous tor Arts than Armes , 1n the firſt his Son Edward 
ſurnamed rhe Elder, 1s reported to have been inferiour , 
but in the laſt did equal, it not exceed his renowned 
Farther. 

This Edw.rd often worſted, but could nor totally extir- 
pate the Danes , who rcruited with freſh ſupplies from 
rhcir own Comntry , made daily more and more en- 
croachments upon the alrcady-tired Engliſh Nation , 
whoſe caſcat that time eſpecialy required ſome ftron 
- prop or ſiay to ſuſtain and keep up its declining wa, 
rottcrihg eſtate, 

And upon this account it was that Athelfiane Edwards 
baſtard Son, being at full maturity and ripencfle , was 
preterred before his legitimate one Edmond then in mi- 
nority (the reaſon alſo that ſome ſucceeding Princes were 
tor ſome time laid aſide ) but Edmond being now come to 
Age, aftcr his Brother Athelftanes death ( the nobleneſle 
of whoſe life recompenced the blemiſh of his birch ) was 
admitted to his Fathers Throne, which he did wiſely 
and couragiouſly manage, but was roo ſoon deprived of 
it, and his lite together, by a villanous Aﬀaſſinate, in his 
own houle ara feſtival , whilſt he went about to reſcue 
his Sewer trom the violence of that barbarons hand. 

The more than ordinary hopes conceived of this brave 
Prince bcing thus untimely nipped in the bud, his-no- 
lefſe-deſerving Brother Eldred was ele&ed King, not- 
witaſtanding Edmend had left rwo Sons behind, whoſe 
.. Fender years in thoſe troubleſome rimes were thoughr

But upon the death of Eldred, the Scepter'( which is a 
thing to be taken notice of in precedent and ſubſeqent 
' ruptures of this nature \ reverted to the right Heirs, zz. 
the Sons of Edmond : And firſt to Earn the eldeſt, whole 
diflolute and degenerate courſes made ſudden room for 
Edgar che youngeſt , who matched any of his Predece(- 
ſors.in worth, and excelled them all in power, for he 
quieted, and kepr under, Danes, Welth, Scors , inſo- 
much as he is accoumed , at lcalt from rhe Saxons cn- 
trance, the firſt abſolute Monarch of tt-45 entire Ifland, 

In a word, he was happy in his life , and Reign, buc 
moſt unhappy in his Iflue, for having two Sons, Edward 
andEthelred , by ſeveral venters ;. the Step-mother Elſred 
. . made Edward a Saint to make her own SOn Etheldred a 

King; and though now by this removal of his Brother, 
whereunto poſſibly he might not be privy , none had any 
nearer title to the Crown than him(el , yer did that in- 
nocent blood Iye heavy upon him and his ſeed, nor could 
ir, according to St. Dunſiars- prediQtions, be expiared , 
but by a long avengemenr. : 

In promoting of which divine juſtice, the Danes were. 
the principal inſtruments,who had layn ſtill under E/gar, 
but taking advantage of Ethelreds unſctcled condition,who 
by reaſon of this fore-ſtalling the Crown was termed the 
unready, forced him firſt ro purchaſe an ill-kept peace;, 
and then to relinquiſh his 1]]-gotten Kingdom, .of which 
death only prevented Swayn, his expeller, tortake aftual 
poſicfiion, and accumulate this ro the Daniſh Crown, 

But Cnutethe Son of Swayz perte&ed his Fathers deſign; , 
and afforded Ethelred now returned our of Nermanaj,. 
whither to avoid the ſtorm he had betook himſelf, fo 
ſharp an entertainment that oppreſſed with gricf for his 
bad ſuccefle, he quitted this, and made another world his . 
ſecond place of refuge, . leaving his Son Edmond Inhcri. 
ror of little elſe , bur the miſcrics of an unfortunate

- Yetdid Edmond, for his valour, and bardineſſe in War, 
ſurnamed rorſtde, hew himſelf our with his Sword the 
moiety of a Kingdom. For after the effuſion of much 
blood on borh fides, and to ſtop the ſhedding, of more 
it was agreed between the two Competitors ( Cxute and 
Edmond ) to try their right by fingle combate, in proper 
perſon., and theover-commer to take all, Bur there pro- 
ving equality 4n che fight, there was likewiſe made equa - 
lity in the command berween them; yet did not Edmna 
long enjoy his ſhare, being circumvented by the practice 
of Edric Earl of Stratton, the Arch-Traytor of thoſe times, 
whoſe falſhood had ruined the Father, and now his am- 
bicion deſtroys rhe Son, for which Crate invents a ſuir- 
able reward, cauſivg his head to be ſer upon the higheſt 
place of the Tower of Loxdon,thercin pertorming his pro- 
miſe of advancing him above any Lord of the Land, 
which was the mark that this faithlefſe wretch aimed ar, 
and now attained, bur in a far different ſence from thar 
which he had vainly propoſed to himſelt. | 

Caute being thus rid of a Rival, denied copartnerſhip

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- The cruelty of 2thard Duke of Glocefer 5 whoſe ne< 
ture was more crooked than his body , did not termi- 
. nate in the blood of his Enemies , but begins to pra- 
Riſe on his Friends and ncarett Relations ; For per- 
ceiving that King Edward by reafon of his incontinen- 
cy , whereunto no EnglMh Prince was ever more: {ub- 
jea, was not long liv'd, hefecretly plots the attain- 
ing of the Crown tor him{elt; Ana tor the more Cx- 
pedite compaſling this ambitious detign , he firft 1n- . 
cenſcs King Edward againit their common Brother 
George Duke of Clarence , notonly exaggerating the

King James aroſe inthis eur Horizon with much 
clearnefle, notwithſtanding Rawlezghs miſt, and the 
fmoax of the Gun-powder- lot, which were ſoon 
diſpelPd:but his ſetting was obſcured by a littleCloud 
which ſhortly didoverſpread the whole Land, _ 

He had married his eldeſt Daughter El;zabeth to 
Frederick Prince Palatire of the Rbene, who unadviſed- 
ly gaping aftet rhe Kingdom of Bohemia, loſt got only 
it, bur h15 own patrimonial poſſeſſion, 

King James who had more of Solomon than David in 
him; ſollicices refticucion,rather by Treaty than Arms, 
and as the moſt conducing means to his peaceable 
ends, entertains an overture of a' match bertwixt his 
Son Chorles Prince of wales and the Infanta of Spayn, to:

Bur the Engliſh Parliament takes exception-'at this

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without 2 wiſe, yet in his paſſage thither, had an ac< 
cidental ſightof ber in Fraxce, who was by Heaven his 
deſigned Spoule.

As ſoon as James was dead, Charles his Son is pro- 
claimed King , who immediately ,marries Henrietta © 
Maria youngelt Daughter to Henry the great King of | 
France, of whom, as was juſt now hinted, he haY a 
tranſient view in his voiage to Spar, which when 
this Princeſſe underſtood, ſhe is reported to have ſaid, 
That he nceded not to have gone fo far for a wife. 
But now the feed of diſcontent, which had been 

ſowed in his Fathers time, did begin to bud forth , 
Scotland yields the firſt-truits, which alſo roo much 
thrives in the Engliſh Plantation. The ScoriſhNobili- 
ty enter intoCombination againſt Epiſcopacy,and the

For redreſſc of theſe imaginary grievances, the Scots

wehichSir /obz Hotham did afterwards receive his re- 
ward irom thgſe that imployed him) he repairs to 
4 ER 0 
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 Nottingh#, where , underſtanding that an Army 

was formed-under the Earl of Zfex at London; and 
then on their March to bring him back, as it was gi- 
ven out, to his Parliament, he ſets up his Standard 
Royal bur the appearance not anſwering expeati- 
on , he directs his courſe towards Shrexsbury , where 
by the confluence of the loyal Welſh , his ſmall for- 
ces are {o increaſed, thar he 1s able to confront the 
Earl of Eſſex , then at Worceſter, who retreats into War- 
wickſhire , and 15 overtaken at Edge-bill by his Majeſty, 
where the firlt {1gnal barrail is fought , in which both 
ſides were great-loſers , and yet borh {ides aſſume the 
victory to themſelves, 

The war continues doubtful for three years, but the 
Batrail at Naſevy in Norinamptonſhire proves fatal to 
the Kings affairs; tor aitcr chart {ſucceeds little clfe, bur 
the ruine of his party in all places, and ſurrender of 
molt of his Garrifons, till he was neceſſitated in dif- 
guiſe to leave Oxford , his prime, and well-nigh a- 
lone remaining hold, then ina manner beleaguered, 
and berake himſelt tor ProteEion to the ScotiſhArmy.

\  Cromwels end in ſeizing on the Kings perſon, was 


not only for countenance of his Independent pro- 
ceedings againft rhe oppoſite Presbyrerian taQtion 
but after their depreflion the better to be ena- 
bled to deliroy the King himſelf for his own ad- 
vancement, 

For having once entrapped this Royal Lyon , 
he doth dayly more and more entangle him within 
his toyles , and never thinks him faſt enough , 
eill he had got him in his pit-fall of the ſe of 
Wight : wihether he had allured the good King, 
who thought others as free from guile , as he 
knew himielf to be , by ſetting betore him the 
danger he was in , while he remained at Hamp- 
tos Court , how he lay open and expoſed to

' Notwithſtanding the loſs of the Day, numerouſ- 
neſs of the Purſuers , ca—_ inthe purſuit; 
large promiſed Reward to the Taker or Diſcoverer, 
great threatned puniſhment to the Harbourer , or 
Concealer, His Majeſty moſt miraculouſly eſcapes, 
which opened a Door of Hope to his Friends, that 
he wasnot- in vain thus wonderfully preſerved, but 
that there was ſome greater future Good inten- 
ded to Him and theſe Nations. than the preſeat 
_ of things did ſeem to promiſe or por-

For, though His Majeſty's Perſon ,. by His ſafe 
getting beyond Sea, was ſomewhat more ſecure,
